Justice Moody, as Attorncy-Gen- 
eral, instituted the proceedings in 
which the company was fined ond he 
declined to sit in the case. The re- 
mainder of the court was equelly di- 
vided, and two decisions were ren- 
dered. Now, according to the petition, 
if the Supreme Court floes not settle 
the issue, the method of conducting 
transportation .will be revolutionized 
and many railroads bankrupted. 

The alleged rebate consisted in allow- 
ing the packing firm §1 per car for the 
use of the switching track which led 
into their plant at Kansas City. Kan. 
To deny a railroad company the right 
to make such an allowance, it is main- 
tained, would be to compel all rall- 
roads to build or buy all side tracks 
lea into Industries.

most glaring example of this is “The 
Raven,” a poem, which I consider one 
of the least worthy of Poe's writings. 
His technique wes not always the tech- | 
niqve of temperament, or even of‘ 
poetic deliberation; very 
the studied, the painstaking technique, 
the technique which showed hours of 
sedulous workmanship, He had an ear 
adjusted to the slightest discrepancies, 
and there are few lines in his poems 
which will not bear the most careful 
dissection. Among the most remark- 
abie of his technical accomplishments 
is “The Bells.” The unified effect one 
gets from this extraordinary compést- 
tien is that of utterly flawless crafts- 
manship. 

‘On the other hand, Poe was a great 
master of wards. The recurrence of the 
great sonorous open vowels in “Ula- 
lume” is possible only with a master- 
genius. In that first line, 

‘The skies, they were ashen and sober,” 
the very sounds reflect the atmosphere, 
and this atmospheric assonance and the 
weird reptition of lines make “Ula- 
lume” the finest poem Poe ever wrote. 
“The Haunted Palace,” 
“To Helen.” “The Sleeper,” “The City 
in the Sea” and “The Bells” ere to me 


the epitome of his gentus. In “The 
City in the Sea’ occurs the test 
line in English poetry, with but one 


exception. it is the line that poor 
hasheesh-befuddied Dowson admired so 
and almost copied: “The viol, the violet 
and the vine.” The only exception I 
make in giving this firat place is Ten- 
nyson’s “Than tired eyelids upon tired 
eyes.” in “The Lotus Eaters;"’ but Ten- 
nvseon Woes not as great a poet as Poe. 

The anomalous atmosphere which Poe 
created in his poems is an accomplish- 
ment which could come from no ar- 
tificiatity or “apparatus* of repetend.”

“In connection with our industries, I 
desire to call your attention to tne 
fact that in the early part of last 
year, our association appointed a spe-

While the Week inau- 
gurated by the Chamber of Commerce, 
was anh object lesson, we believe that 
the practical solution rests in a more 
active campaign of education. 

“Our merchants are daily beseiged 
with appeals for financial aid from 
charitable and thropic institu- 
tions, and alt h I have called at- 
tention to this subject in previous re- 
ports, the solicitations have become 
so insistent that the board of direc- 
tora decided to have an expert ac- 
countant examine the books and rec- 
ords of the different 
order to determine, not only. the c¢ - 
acter of the work that is being done 
by them, but the general financial 
management. 

“CHARITY” ABUSED.
